Stalin’s Credit 
Rating Is Zero 


Every few months there appears in the 
newspapers an item headed something like 
this: “U. S. Awaits Russian Reply on 
Loan Dun.” 


Most of us long since have written off 
the fact that Russia never has made any 
settlement, or even an offer of settlement, 
on the $11,000,000,000 worth of lend-lease 
supplied her during World War II. Neither 
has she returned 100 small naval craft and 
86 merchant ships we loaned her, not to 
mention several hundred smaller vessels 
which have no war value. 


We can hear the great shrieks of rage 
that would tear the air at the United Na- 
tions, in the World Court and in the world 
Communist press if this country were to 
disregard a like obligation to the Soviets. 


The Russians do not even deign to give 
us information as to the whereabouts of 
our ships for fear they will be seized. 
Probably there is no intention on the part 
of the Kremlin to make any settlement 
on the loan. 


There have been reports, though they 
have not been confirmed, that Russia is 
using ships she borrowed from us to haul 
arms and supplies to the North Korean 
Communists, 

While we may never be able to collect, 
and likely won't even be able to get our 
ships unless we seize them forcibly, it 
seems to us our Government is wasting a 
fine opportunity for a propaganda offen- 
sive that would let the world know what 
a poor credit risk the Kremlin is.

Excess Profits. Tax 
On Wage Increases 


The Senate Finance Committee has 
come up with an unusual but completely 
logical plan for equalizing the cost of 
rearmament. It is an excess profits tax 
applied to wage increases. 

Such a_plan is timely. Labor unions 
now are getting under way a concerted 
drive for getting wage increases before 
wages are frozen by controls. The unions 
claim, as they have in the four rounds of 
wage increases since 1945, that further 
hikes would not be inflationary. But each

ng with the 458 killed in Georgia 
July—an 18 per cent increase over 
the same period of last year—were an esti- 
mated 18,320 injured in automobile acci- 
dents. If this State had suffered such 
terrific casualties in the fighting in Korea 
there would be hysterical disbelief. But 
we take such a horrible, and unnecessary, 
death toll on our own highways with little 
or no concern, 

Atlanta has been more fortunate than 
the State at large in the matter of traffic 
deaths this year, having a considerable re- 
duction from last year. Our police here 
are doing a fine job but there is much yet 
to be done. Automobile insurance rates in 
Atlanta are the highest in the State. 


Other cities and states have shown that 
traffic deaths and injuries can be de- 
creased by proper law enforcement, which 
is what the Governor’s program adds up to. 
But strict law enforcement is not possible 
unless it is demanded by the public. For 
that reason public support of the Gover- 
nor’s efforts is necessary if fewer Geor- 
gians are to die in traffic accidents. 


one so far has been followed by higher 
prices. 

An excess profits tax applied to indi- 
vidual wages and salaries was written 
into law during the first World War but 
never was enforced because its ambiguous 
wording made it impractical. The Sen- 
ators think they will be able to draft a law 
that will work. 

It is generally agreed that wage con- 
trols must be imposed along with ration- 
ing and price controls. Wages make up a 
great part of the cost of goods and price 
controls never can be fully effective if 
wages are allowed to run their natural 
course. 

It is only a matter of time before price 
controls will be-applied. In all probability 
prices will be rolled back to the level pre- 
vailing at a certain date. It seems logical 
that wages, too, should be frozen as of the 
rates paid on that date. An excess profits 
tax applying on all wage increases granted 
after that date would be a stabilizing 
factor. 

The whole purpose of controls will be 
defeated if wages are allowed to jump out 
of bounds in anticipation of the forth- 
coming freeze.

What Makes 
People Hoard? 


WASHINGTON—Now that the panic buying 
and hoarding which got off to a rash start at 
the outset of the Korean war is beginning to 

subside somewhat, it is interesting to consider what causes the 
public to engage in such scare tactics in the face of official sta- 
tistics that we have abundant stores of food and most of the 
other items on which there was a general run. 


Despite statements from govérnmental and other sources which 
should have been reassuring, a large segment of the public rushed 
in and began buying up goods and commodities that were scarce 
during the last war. In one week retail sales jumped 46 percent 
over the corresponding period of a year ago. It tended to show 
that the public either had no confidence in the official statistics 
or was in ignorance of the facts—perhaps a combination of both. 


Fresh Memory One suggested explanation is that the peo- 

ple who do most of the panic buying for 
household use are not the ones who study the statistical out- 
pourings of public and private agencies. As The Washington Post 
puts it, “The average housewife is certainly not disposed to analyze 
market reports, or study data on inventories, production output, 
and consumption requirements; nor is the person who remembers 
being misled occasionally during the last war and in consequence 
got stung.” 


The simplest answer lies in the fresh memory of what hap-~ 
pened in the last war. People rushed to the conclusion that we 
were headed for another-period of shortages, remembering how 
tires, sugar and other commodities were rationed and hard to get. 
Motivated for the most part by avarice and greed, they dashed in 
to get theirs before any shortage was felt. Perhaps they were 
guided by the fear that World War III was in the offing. In that 
event, we would probably have all of the old rationing and con- 
trols with us again—and more. 


There is, however, no longer the concern there was in the 

beginning over a war with Russia. Not for the immediate future, 
at any rate. The Korean crisis has passed the point where our 
officials see any acute danger of it setting off another world 
conflict. 
- ‘The excited buying has not ceased entirely, but it has toned 
down a bit, due to the realization of the people, no doubt, that 
items which had been in short supply in the last war were now 
available in abundance. Another factor has been :the severe pub- 
lic censure of the hoarders. Public indignation has been so great 
that a man is almost afraid to ask for a five pound sack of 
sugar any more, even though his larder is bare, for fear of being 
suspected of hoarding. 


Ignorance of Facts The foolishness of the run on sugar 
can Only be explained by public ig- 


norance of the facts. There is no threat of a sugar shortage 
from any quarter. What made the sweet stuff short in World 
War II was the loss of the Philippines, the partial isolation of 
Hawaii, the necessity for supplying Britain and Russia, and, more 
important than anything else, the need to conserve shipping. 
None of these conditions apply today. 

Much the same is true of the automobile tire situation. Our 
rubber shortage in the last war was caused by the Japanese over- 
running the chief sources of rubber production in the Far East 
shortly after Pearl Harbor. Our imports of raw rubber dropped 
from 1,029,000 tons in 1941 to 60,000 tons in 1943. But by 1948 
world exports of rubber had not only recovered to prewar levels: 
we also had in the United States a synthetic rubber industry that 
was capable of turning out 820,000 tons a year. In the face of 
those facts, there was no need for anyone to be concerned about 
a tire shortage. “fs 

Whatever the cause of the panic buying, we simply cannot 
afford to let it proceed to the point where the national economy 
is thrown further out of balance. Untold injury would be the 
consequence.

Always Bad “Well, perhaps I can best illustrate what I 
mean by telling you about a refugee who recently slipped into 
Hong Kong from North China. He applied for a job as porter at 
our temporary office, and when I asked him how things were up 
north, he said, ‘Bad. Things are always bad up north.’ 

“He told me he had worked for years in a small factory which 
made dishpans, and that his boss had grogn fat and rich over- 
working and underpaying the employes. And there was nothing 
the workers could do about it-—the owner was in cahoots with 
the mayor, a petty despot who ran the town as if it were a private 
concentration camp. On the one occasion when the men had ap- 
pointed a committee to talk to the boss, the mayor had sent over 
a squad of policemen who beat them up and threw them into jail. 

“When the Japanese invaded China in '37, most of the workers 
secretly hoped they would take over the factory and shoot their 
two tormentors. But a few minutes before the troops marched in, 
two big Japanese flags appeared on the main street, one on top of 
the factory and one on top of the town hall. And before the day 
was over, the boss had convinced the Japanese officials that he 
could be useful to them manufacturing mess kits, and the mayor 
had convinced them he could do a valuable job maintaining public 
order and collecting taxes. 

“From then on, instead of working ten hours a day, the workers 
were required to put in twelve—at a twenty-five percent cut in 


pay.

¢ mie troops took over, two new flags again showed 
up on the main street—this time red ones with hammers and 
sickles. The welcoming committee was headed by the boss and 
mayor, and in no time at all they had convinced the commissars 
they could be useful in keeping things going for the glorious army 
of liberation. A week later, a sixteen-hour work-day was an- 
nounced—at virtually no pay.

WASHINGTON—It was inevitable that the Korean war should become the 
vehicle for politics as it now hag through the indictment of Truman. Administra- 
tion foreign policy by Republican members of the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. When political campaigning season comes around—as it has again—it is 


time for politics, peace or war. 


It has always been so throughout our history.

revolves about how the war is being conducted and often in the early 
much the previous course of foreign policy by the party in power might have 


This is natural, is to be expected, and in a 
democracy there’s no other way. For democracy 
corrects its course and makes its decisions and 
judgments on the basis of an exchange of views, 
a polite term for criticism. 


The Korean war, since it happens to be in 
Asia, provides a handy peg for Republicans, in- 
asmuch as the party hitherto has based its prin- 
cipal attack on the Administration’s handling of 
Far Eastern affairs. That area, too, lends itself 
most effectively to dramatization of the Com- 
munism issue, since Communism’s most spec- 
tacular advance has been there—in China. 


It gives Republicans an opportunity te ; 
capitalize the public fears excited by Sen. 
Joe McCarthy, Republican, Wisconsin, with 
his Communists-in - the - State - Department 
charges that hinged chiefly on Far Eastern 
policy and people operating there. 


Reverses in the Korean war have brought 
disturbing questions about the state of our mili- 
tary establishment, ‘which has led the public to 
ask what happened: to all the billions appro- 
priated for it. For its purposes, the Republican 
National Committee epitomized this curiosity in 
one question addressed to the Administration in 
a recent digest to party workers: “What have 
you done with the money?” 


Cleverly pithy campaign stuff, even if open, 
as most campaign stuff is, to the charge of over- 
simplification.

and intentions. They put special emphasis on 
the Yalta and Potsdam conferences, and said all 
Administration errors since had sprung from 
that—an oversimplification, too, open to chal- 
lenge, but nevertheless a clever campaign ap- 
proach. 


As for creation of the United Nations, and 
the “containment” policy for Communism em- 
braced in the Truman doctrine for Greece and 
Turkey, the Marshall Plan, the Rio Pact for 
military collaboration with Latin America and 
the North Atlantic Pact for Western Europe— 
the Senators gave their party share-and-share 
credit because of “strong bipartisanship co- 
operation.” , 


These issues thus are removed, so far 
as Republicans are concerned, from cam- 
paign controversy. They can concentrate 
on Asia, and use Korea te dramatic effect, 
as the four Senators did in their bill of 
particulars against the Administration. 


Korea, likewise, provides the opportunity to 
focus the campaign almost entirely on 
affairs and away from domestic affairs in which 
the Republicans have not been so successful, 
Korea offers an easily dramatized issue when 
they were lacking such. Their earlier “Social- 
ism” charge agai ve “ad not 
caught on as well as expected with the public, 
for spelled out it meant many things which the 
people obviously want. 

In the primaries Republicans have discovered 
that “Communism” has been more effective, and 
the Asian foreign policy issue, “built around 
Korea, permits them to capitalize on that, both 
abroad and at home.
